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DETAILED ACTION 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shail contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most neariy connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode conterripiated by the inventor of canying out his invention. 

Claim 10 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. It 
is unclear how the components (assumed to be the nose, hinge and seat portions) are 
all molded from synthetic resin materials to form a unit (i.e. unitary). Is the hinge 
molded from synthetic resin? 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particulariy pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 8 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the Invention. 

Claim 8 recites the limitation "the spring plate" in lines 1 to 2. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation In the claim. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1, 5-8 and 12, as best understood with the above cited indefiniteness, are 
rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Avery (623505). Note the seat 
portion (B as is located reanward of E, and/or F, wherein the portions of B and F 
includes a section that is located laterally relative to C), nose portion (the portion 
fonward of E, as described in lines 79-82 on page 1), hinge (D at its connection with E, 
with flexibility as described in lines 76-79 on page 1 , and lateral rigidity as described in 
lines 59-61 on page 1), the spring being a tension spring (pressure on the spring causes 
tension), screw adjustment means (e, e^) engaging one end of the spring, wherein the 
spring plate is secured to the undersurfaces of the nose portion and seat portion, 
wherein the spring plate positioned between and secured to the nose portion and the 
seat portion. 

Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
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the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
Invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 10, as best understood with the above cited indefiniteness, is rejected 

under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Avery (623505) in view of Urai 

(4561917). 

The primary reference shows all claimed features of the instant invention with the 
exception of the saddle components being molded from synthetic resin materials so as 
to fomi a unit. Note the discussion of the primary reference above. 

The secondary reference conventionally teaches forming saddle components as 
molded from synthetic resin materials so as to form a unit. Note paragraph 2 of column 
1. 

It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the pertinent art at the 
time of the instant invention to modify the primary reference in view of the teachings of 
the secondary reference by forming the saddle components (cushion portions of Figure 
4) as molded from synthetic resin materials to fomn a unit. This provides a unitary 
portion made from a durable, relatively inexpensive, and readily available material. 

Response to Amendment/Arguments 
Applicant's response filed July 19, 2007 has been fully considered. Remaining 
issues are described above. Arguments regarding the previous prior art rejections are 
now moot in view of the new grounds of rejection necessitated by Applicant's 
amendment. 
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Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. A seating assembly with a supporting surface that is adjustable 
relative to another supporting surface is shown by each of Raftery (4498702), Tolleson 
(5039163), Fismen (5904397) and Mandl (654835).
